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A “LITTLE WAR” IN INDIA. 
As we had occasion to remark early in the New 
Year, the Thibetan frontier of India, north of 
Kumaon, which adjoins Nepaul, has lately been 
disturbed by marauding raids. To chastise the 
offending tribes, in November last a small mili- 
tary force, commanded by Major C. Puiley, of 
the 1st Battalion 3rd Goorkhas, having proceedec 
from Almorah up to Niti, began its advance in 
three detachments ; one traversing the Marchauk 
and Chor Hoti mountain passes, while another 
made its way round by the Girth valley. 
e * = s + 

The Anglo-Indian force did not find the 
enemy, who had fled as they advanced ; but the 
approach to Barahoti, which is 15,000 ft. above 
the sea-level, and where, in December, the climate 
is intensely cold, with bitter winds from the 
glaciers and snows of the Himalayas, made this 
service tolerably severe. ‘The altitude of the 
Marchauk Pass is above 16,000 ft., and the Chor 
Hoti is over 16,000 ft. : the men had difficulty in 
breathing as they marched. The transport of 
baggage and stores was performed by the aid of 
those useful beasts the ‘‘ jubus,’? which are 
described as a cross between the ox and the 
‘“ yak” of Thibet. At these heights on the 
Himalayas there is no sign of vegetation beyond 
a little scrub. All the streams were frozen ; the 
nights and mornings were intensely cold. 
` * * * * 


Among the curious objects, on the route going 
up, was a ‘‘jhula,’’ or rope bridge, suspended 
from ropes of twisted grass-fibre, supported by 
wooden stakes on the banks of the river, and by 
rude stone piers. The pathway, consisting of 
bamboos laid over sticks placed cross-wise, bears 
three or four persons walking together. ‘There 
was occasionally a little sport on the road, in 
shooting the ‘‘monal’’ or hill-pheasant. The 
expedition returned in time to keep Christmas at 
headquarters, Almorah. |

the Kachin Expedition. It is recorded by the 
Times of India. A column was sent out from 
Momeit on the south, and another from Bhamo 
on the north, to punish a large body of rebels 
who have been displaying a little too much 
activity lately in the neighbourhood of the Shweli 
River.

The C.T.C. has accepted an offer of co-opera- 
tion from the British Institute of Carriage Manu- 
facturers, Limited ; and a committee, composed 
of Messrs. A. E. Fuller, Joseph Pennell, and 
Ingall, has been formed to consider how this 
co-operation can best be secured. The object in 
view is excellent. What the carriage manufac- 
turers are working for is to regulate the carrying 
of lights by carriages and all vehicles after dark. 
Cyclists are now obliged to carry lights on their 
wheels, and there is no.reason why the drivers of 
all sorts of other vehicles should not be placed 
under the same obligation.

Ovrpa does not exaggerate when, 
speaking of Florence, she asserts that 
“ Every line, every road, every gable, 
every tower, has some story of the past 
present in it,” that ‘‘ every tocsin that 
sounds is a chronicie,..nd every bridge 
that unites the two banks of the river 
unites also the crowds of the living 
with the heroism of the dead. In the 
winding, dusky, irregular streets, with 
the outlines of their loggie arcades, and 
the glow of colour that fills their niches 
and galleries, the 
‘Men Who have Gone Before’ 

walk with you : not, as elsewhere, mere 
gliding shades clad in the pallor of a 
misty memory, but present as in their 
daily lives. . . . The throngs that pass 
you are the same in likeness as those 
that brushed against Dante and Caval- 
canti; the populace that you move 
amid is the same bold, vivid, fearless, 
eager people, with eyes full of dreams 
and lips braced close for war, which 
welcomed Vinci and Cimabue, and 
fought from Monteaperto to Solferino.” 


It is indeed true that in Florence 
more than in most places we walk hand 
in hand, in almost familiar intercourse, 
with the mighty dead. They do not ` 
overawe us by their presence, but draw 
us to a constantly keener appreciatior 
of the beautiful, to a more glowing! 
sympathy with, and a more loving 
understanding of, themselves, Leaning 
over the side of the

to watch the crimson sunset’s reflected 
tints on the water beneath one ; staad- 
ing in the dim solemnity of the old 
church of Or San Michele, be‘ore 
Oreagna’s lovely tabernacle — that 
miracle of loveliness in marbles and 
colour—sitting, quietly and alone, on 
some stone bench in a frescoed cloister, 
while the bells overhead in the

beauty, mingled with a sense of utter hopeless- 
ness of ever discovering the soul in her— 
But had you—oh, with the same perfect brow, 
Anå perfect eyes, and more than perfect mouth, 
And the low voice my soul hears, as a bird 
The fowler’s pipe, and follows to the snare— 
Had you, with these the same, but brought a mind! 
Some women do so. 

But from the great crowd that surges before 
our imaginations one figure stands alone among 
the many—a great, solitary, scornful form that 
towers above the others, and who is recognisable 
to us all, and at once, as 

Dante. 


Returning home—as I almost daily do—by short 
cuts from the crowded thoroughfares, I find 
my steps almost involuntarily arrested before a 
modest doorway in a silent narrow street, over 
which doorway a simple inscription informs the 
passer-by that ‘‘in this house of the Alighieri 
was born the divine poet.” If you climb the steep 
staircase that rises immediately from the house- 
door to the two rooms above, you will be dis- 
appointed in what you will see. All has been so 
changed as to have lost most of its character. 
Like the home of Michael Angelo Buonarotti, in 
the Via Ghibellina, its old interest has dis- 
appeared before the destroying hand of renova- 
tion, and the rooms are now converted into a 
small museum of such articles of interest con- 
cerning Dante as can be collected. The dark 
bare room at the back is the most interesting, as 
being the place where Dante first saw the ‘‘ dolce 
lome’’—the ‘‘ sweet light ’’ he loved so well, and 
where probably his mother dreamt those strange 
dreams of the future greatness of her unborn boy. 

Two centuries after Dante’s time the house was 


Rented as a Wine-Shop 


by the artist Mariotto Albertinelli, and became 
the favourite resort of Cellini and Buonarotti and 
other celebrities of that day. Up to 1877 it still 
retained its cachet, but now it is hardly worth 


ee es 


a visit. More profitable is it to cross the little 
piazza opposite and enter the tiny 


Church of San Martino. 


There, amid the dimly frescoed walls, we can 
still conjure up the scene of that wedding morn, 
in 1293, when Dante Alighieri, determined to turn 
his back on the dreamland of his youth, and to 
speak no more at present of his ‘‘ Gentillissima,”’ 
plights his troth, before that altar, to Gemma 
Donati. Among those narrow medieval streets 
that surround the church and the house, Dante 
grew up from boyhood to manhood; and from 
the people who filled those streets he entirely 
peopled his Hell and Purgatory and Heaven. 
Within a stone’s-throw stood the house of the 
Portinari, where, half hidden in the corner called 
the ‘‘ Nicchia’’—or niche of Dante—the young 
boy would stand for hours in the hope of seeing 
| pass by her who was in his eyes ‘‘ not a woman, 
but one of the most beautiful angels of heaven.” 
Within two minutes’ walk of the house of the 
Alighieri stands the great medieval fortress of 
the Podesta, more commonly known as 
The Bargello. 
In the chapel thereof is the famous portrait of 
Dante, done when, 
Nel mezzo del cammin di nostra vita, 
he was raised to the dignity of being the 
Podesta. It was painted by his intimate friend

Giotto, and, although terribly ‘‘ restored,” is 
still an immense possession. For many years 
the fresco (which represents heaven) was hidden 
and half forgotten under a layer of whitewash, 
In 1841 Mr. Kirkup, an English resident— 
assisted by Signor Bezzi and a Mr. Wild, an 
American—obtained the requisite permission to 


examine the walls, and the 


Enthusiasm at Florence 


was boundless when the grave and serious pro- 
file, flanked by the portrait of his beloved master, 
Brunetto Latini, stood out again upon the wall. 
“ L'abbiamo, il nostro poeta ! ” (“We have him, 
our own poet!’’) was the reiterated cry of con- 
gratulation one to: another, as, for days, a con- 
tinuous stream of people passed, like pilgrims, 
before that portrait. 


This Bargello, 

the palace of the chief criminal magistrate of 
Florence, has witnessed some of the most horrible 
tragedies in Florentine history—scenes difficult to 
realise at the close of the nineteenth ‘century. 
F rom the shrieks of the unhappy son of Gulielmo 
Q’ Assisi, pushed through those half-closed doors, 
to save the wicked life of the cruel Duke of 
Athens—who can only appease the rage of the 
outside mob by allowing that unfortunate boy to 
be torn limb from limb under the very eyes of his 
father—we turn, with sickened horror, to enjoy 
the now peaceful stillness and the glowing 
picturesqueness of that enchanting courtyard, 
with its grey-stoned staircase leading up to 
the loggia above. We study the bizarre effect 
of the arms of the 204 Podestas that still 
adorn the walls, we wander among the bronzes 
and sculptures that now fill those halls whose 
stones could tell many a blood-curdling tale, 
and we sit in a window, gazing out upon a 
glimpse of the near Badia steeple, perhaps the 
most exquisitely lovely of all Florence’s many 
towers. VERA. 
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The Waterloo Cup,

A Bit on the Dog Derby. 


Dog Derby was just one of those curious claptrap- 
sort of names which, though to a great extent quite 
unfitted to their subject, get to be accepted because 
no better, or at any rate, no handier offers. Of 
course, Waterloo Cup was as short, and far and away 
better, but then the coursing stake was the Waterloo 
Cup, and it is a great standard axiom in sporting 
writing that you must not keep on styling any 
person, place, or thing by its propername. Rather 
than repeat the simple words Waterloo Cup, good 
folk weut out of their way to lug in 


Blue Ribbon of the Leash, 


which may be all right when you understand it, 
though you’ve got to understand it first—I mean to 
say, before you discover where the “Blue” or the 
“ Ribbon” comesin. Probably this invention was a 
natural development from Dog Derby, because 
the Derby (Epsom Derby) is supposed to carry with 
it a distinction to its winner equal to that of the 
Blue Ribbon of the great Court Order, and, working 
it round, the coursing reporters brought the ‘‘ Order ” 
to the dogs. Not to follow the bad example of screw- 
ing words about, I might add that, during the last 
ten years or less, 


Coursing has almost Gone to the Dogs. 


Enclosed coursing interfered greatly with the old- 
fashioned sort, and so did the ruthless way in which 
owners of crack greyhounds and commissioners acting 
on their behalf fooled the public. ‘To use the ex- 
pressive slang of the ring, dogs were ‘‘ rung” from 
one nomination to another. Proprietors of favourites 
who already owned a nomination would procure 
another, and run the best dog in the nomination so 
lent; while the public who relied on the owner’s being 
represented by his first choice found themselves out 
in the cold. Cther causes helped to reduce general 
interest in the annual contest, among thein the uni- 
versal decay of what is called antepost wagering and 
the advent of Colonel North, who almost may be said 
to have purchased 


Mastery of the Situation. 

Though only a shadow of its former self, it is only 
fair to explain that the Waterloo Cup is stilla great 
institution. Now so many of the enclosed coursing 
grounds—‘‘ the birdcages’’—are wiped out as far as 
the sport is concerned, the meeting on Altcar is free 
from serious opposition. This year less attention 
than ever was paid to it by speculators, but I think 


we shall see it grow again, though it may never regain ' 


quite its old-time importance. Those who have not 
assisted at one of these meetings have missed a 
spectacle almost unique in its character, and certainly 
one which all sportsmen ought to see once, if only for 
its peculiarities. The trials are run on the flats 
or carrs near the river Alt—great alluvial plains 
intersected by drains, various widths of open- 
water ditches. On these hundreds of hares are 
bred and kept for coursing by Lord Sefton, 
who owns most of the land in the neighbour- 
hood. While trials are being run on one section 
of the meadows you may see two hundred or so hares, 
which have been disturbed by the beaters but not 
driven near the slipper, holding quite a parliament

Steeplechase. Many do not look on the explanation 
offered as representing the real reason why this un- 
doubtedly fine chaser was taken out.
